Aiwng the records J got from tho JBI are its HU and ^‘emphis records on tho 
sanitation-workera strike and on the Invaders, Jerry *i<d!hi<dit, Hood professor and ia 
more or less ^with the libraxian) in cliargo of ay archive that will be there, did 
several understated, scholarly articles for The booth Atlantic Uuarterly (Duke) on 
•ttiom and a bright undergraduate did an honors paper on them, too. If you are Interested, 
he will provide ooptes, I'm sure. Duplicates of those records are already at ^od, along 
with some other, but most ar<) still liere. (Domestic intelligence against by FBI.)
